OFFENSIVE WEAPONS IS CONCERNED, AFTER MTG, SCHWEITZER INFORMED

5) FOL MTG SANTOS MUNOS (ARGENTINA) ASKED TO SEE STEVENSON

WAS SAME AS INDICATED IN 1) ABOVE; 1,Ε., EXTENT TO WHICH 

CUBA COULD EMERGE PROTECTED BY NO INVASION GUARANTEE, HE 
LATER TOLD MISSION OFFICER THAT ARGENTINE GOVT, HAVING UPSET 
PREVIOUS GOVT "FOR BEING TOO CLOSE TO COMMUNISM", WOULD FIND 
IT POLITICALLY "MOST DIFFICULT" TO ACCEPT ANY GUARANTEE OF

STATUS OF CASTRO AFTER OFFENSIVE WEAPONS ARE REMOVED AND NATURE 
OF SECURITY GUARANTEES FOR COUNTRIES NEAR CUBA, 


7) SOSA RODRIGUEZ (VENEZUELA) SAID HE UNDERSTANDS US GUARANTEE 
AND COMMITMENT TO LIFT BLOCKADE TO BE "CONDITIONED TO ON-SITE 


INSPECTION", 
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INSPECTION", IF NO ON-SITE INSPECTION 15 PERMITTED, HE SAID, 
THERE WOULD BE NO OBLIGATION TO GIVE GUARANTEE OR LIFT BLOCKADE, 
SOSA ALSO EXPRESSED HIS GOVT'S CONCERN THAT CUBA SHOULD NOT 
EMERGE STRONGER AS A "GUARANTEED COMMUNIST STATE IN THIS
